My history with Battlestar Galactica began in 1978 
when the original show was broadcast. A sci-fi fan 
who was raised on Star Trek and Gerry Anderson, 
| took to Battlestar immediately. | even still have 
the "Warrior's Battlejacket" that | bought from the 
back of Starlog magazine back then. 


In 1993, after meeting Richard Hatch at the 15 
Yahren Reunion, | took an acting class with him, 
which he held in his home in L.A. From then on, 
whenever | met him at a convention we would 
chat, and when | moved to Atlanta in 1998, we 
would make a regular habit of having dinner 
when he would come to Atlanta for DragonCon 
every year. Discussions started to turn towards 
business as | became a moderately successful 
entrepreneur, and Richard was creating projects 
and looking for business acumen to complement 
his artistic vision.

Joe Beaudoin 


As the person in charge of the Battlestar Galactica 
Wiki, Joe knows more about Battlestar Galactica 
than most people on the planet. A native of 
Connecticut, Joe moved to Florida where he 
started Battlestar Wiki. 


One day, while sunning himself on a beach with 
a tropical drink in his hand, he took a call from a 
guy claiming to be working with Universal to sell 
all the Galactica props and costumes. Joe became 
the primary expert for Propworx on Battlestar 
Galactica and spent three months in Vancouver. 


Show him a Galactica prop, and he will tell you 
the episode it was used in, the scene it was seen 
in and who used it (along with the episode num- 
ber). There were times at the studio when, work- 
ing on the Battlestar Galactica movie "The Plan," 
the prop team needed some info on a prop seen 
in a previous episode, and they would call Joe to 
get the info (faster than digging through endless 
prop continuity books!). No one knows more mi- 
nutiae about Battlestar Galactica than Joe, and 
you see his knowledge flowing through the de- 
scriptions in this catalog. 


Santino Barile 


Santino Barile was the Assistant Props Master on 
Battlestar Galactica for Season | and Season IV. 
His job was to buy, create, borrow, or steal what 
props were needed on any given episode and 
to make sure that they ended up in front of the 
camera. Santino started his film industry career 
as a Weapons Specialist/Armorer in 1985. The 
transition to props came in 1992 while working 
on the movie Last of the Dogmen where he served 
as both assistant prop master and armorer. Thus 
began his long and illustrious career in Props. A 
sci-fi fan himself, Santino has had the pleasure of 
working on such shows as The X-Files, Millennium, 
Harsh Realm, 7 Days, Viper, The Sentinel, The 4400, 
John Doe, and Dark Angel, just to name a few. 


Santino was Propworx’s main contact at the stu- 
dio when Alec or Joe needed something or had 
a question about where to find a specific prop. 
He also introduced the Propworx team to Spiked 
Frapps, for which we are eternally grateful. 


Katharine V. Wigzell 


Having originally started in the fashion industry, 
Katharine has since spent 10 years working in 
costumes for film and television. Katharine has 
worked on projects such as First Wave, Sausage 
Factory, DaVinci’s Inquest, Dead Like Me, and 
SnowBuddies. 


In 2003 Katharine was asked to work on a new 
TV miniseries called Battlestar Galactica. As a 
sci-fi fan, she jumped at the opportunity. For the 
Battlestar Galactica Miniseries, Season Il & Season 
Ill, Katharine worked with the on-set crew as 
the "Truck Costumer". In this position she was in 
charge of all the actors’ costumes - making sure 
each cast member had the outfit they needed 
when they needed it and in the condition that 
was required for the scene being shot. This in- 
volved paying close attention to continuity and 
being aware of even the smallest details that 
made up the costumes. 


Because of her extensive knowledge of the cos- 
tumes and great work ethic, Katharine was pro- 
moted to Assistant Costume Designer during 
Season IV of Battlestar Galactica, which also in- 
cluded the Battlestar Galactica movie "The Plan". 
This new position allowed Katharine to be in- 
volved in the creative process that translates into 
the final costumes you see on screen. 


Although sad to see Battlestar Galactica come to 
an end, Katharine feels blessed to have worked 
with and learned from all of the great people of 
the Costume department as well as the extended 
crew that made Battlestar Galactica what it is. 


Katharine was responsible for identifying all the 
costumes in this auction, making sure they were 
as complete as possible, and helping prepare 
them for photography.

INTERVIEW 


A NEW WORLD CAME INTO EXISTENCE 


AN INTERVIEW WITH ART DIRECTOR DOUGLAS MCLEAN 


Tell us about your job as Art Director 
and what your department is respon- 
sible for. 


On a good day | remember that | have 
one of the coolest jobs on the planet. | 
get to watch over a group of people who 
are creating an entire world from their 
imaginations. 


What was your background, how did 
you become involved in the film & tele- 
vision industry? 


| was supposed to be an accountant, or 
actuary, at least that’s where | was head- 
ing as | came out of high school and 
started university. Somehow | managed 
to get detoured into the theatre. | trained 
in design at the National Theatre School 
of Canada in Montreal, and worked for 10 
years or so as a freelance designer in vari- 
ous theatres across Canada. | eventually 
stumbled into television and film work in 
Toronto. 


How did you start working with Ga- 
lactica Production Designer Richard 
Hudolin? 


| started working with Richard over twen- 
ty years ago in Toronto. Richard was in 
town working on a Mini-Series called /’// 
Take Manhattan and he hired me to work 


as a set designer. We got along fairly well, 
and he then asked me to do a couple 
of other gigs with him in Calgary and 
Montreal. He moved out to Vancouver, 
and we kept in touch over the years, but 
never actually connected on a project. In 
1996 my wife and | decided to move out 
to Vancouver from Toronto. That just hap- 
pened to co-incide with when Richard 
was starting up the Stargate SG-7 series. 
He asked me to come in and do a few 
weeks of Set Design work on the project. 
Five years later we both left that show 
and went on to work together on various 
other projects. BSG is the latest one. 


How did you become involved with 
Battlestar Galactica? 


When we left Stargate, Richard and | did 
a number of other smaller projects one 
of which was a pilot for a show called 
Haunted. Michael Rymer was the director 
of that pilot, and when he was asked to 
do the mini-series for Battlestar he asked 
Richard to do the project with him. The 
start up for it was happening right over 
Christmas and Richard decided that if 
his holiday was going to be ruined that 
mine should be too. We started devel- 
oping the basic concepts for the show 
with illustrators Ken Rabehl and Ray Lai, 
literally three days before Christmas. By 
mid January we had 13 people working 


in the Art Department. It was a very big 
design that had to get ready for presen- 
tation very quickly. It was conceived of 
and designed and built as a four episode 
mini-series. Once the mini was finished 
they decided that they would pack the 
scenery up and put it in storage until 
they could decide whether or not they 
were going to make a series out of it. A 
year or so later we got the call that they 
did indeed want to go to series with the 
show. The scenery from the mini-series 
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provided the starting point for the se- 
ries, but the show was now being shot 
in different studios, had different needs 
because it was being shot episodically, 
and was now going to be shot in HD 
rather than film, which the mini-series 
had been shot on. It was a bit of a panic 
to get the changes to the design needed 
to accomodate all of this, but fortunately 
we had the core people that had done 
the mini-series with us for the series. 
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Aconceptualization of Galactica’s Combat Information Center

The sets were set up somewhat differ- 
ently for the series than they had been 
for the mini. Partly that was to accomo- 
date the fact that the stages for the se- 
ries were slightly smaller than those for 
the mini. As a result, we couldn’t have 
the CIC directly connected with the main 
hallways and multi-purpose rooms of 
the Galactica as it had been originally. 
This meant we couldn’‘t get the kind of 
long continuous steady cam type of shot 
like the one that began the mini-series, 
but it gave us a couple of very positive 
things at the same time. We were able to 
set up some of the rooms like Adama’s 
Quarters and the Pilots’ Ready Room as 
standing sets. We were also able to add 
an additional multi-purpose room, and 
because the CIC was now in a seperate 
stage it gave us the ability to move back 
and forth between two stages, allowing 
time to do changeovers of sets in one 
stage while we were filming in the other. 
This was essential now that we were do- 
ing episodic work. As the seasons pro- 
gressed of course those changeovers 
become more and more numerous and 
more and more difficult. | think poeple

are often surprised when they see how 
much of the Galactica was crammed into 
two or three small rooms that were con- 
stantly being changed over. Of course 
the big sets like the Hangar Bay and the 
CIC were in their own spaces, but the 
multi-purpose rooms were changed over 
for everything from the Married Quarters 
to the Cafeteria to Sickbay. 


What was the art department respon- 
sible for on a daily basis? 


The world. Or at least how it looks. That 
involves everything from what the physi- 
cal design of any given room on the ship 
might be to what the paperwork that’s 
being filled out by one of the characters 
looks like. It can be the design of an old 
magazine that is left over from better 
days on Caprica, or the look of the area 
between the inner and outer hull of the 
ship. Sometimes the demands are rela- 
tively simple; an episode needs the sick- 
bay set up, which is something that has 
been done often. Perhaps there is some 
small alteration to it that needs to be 
done, but the basic set up is pretty well 
known. The following episode might re- 
quire the complete design of a new area 
of the ship that we have never seen be- 
fore, or scenes on a new ship that is being 
mentioned for the first time. It’s the Art 
Department's job to get that design work 
done, create the drawings, get the infor- 
mation to the various departments that 
are involved, and then see that it all hap- 
pens. Rinse and repeat. And repeat. And 
repeat ... Do that 22 times and you've got 
a season. 


INTERVIEW 


You have a very varied team, from con- 
cept artists to technical illustrators. Can 
you describe their different functions? 


The Art Department itself really consisted 
of a core of six people. Production Design- 
er, Art Director, Set Designer, Illustrator, 
Storyboard Artist/Illustrator, and Art De- 
partment Co-ordinator. But the titles really 
just give a rough indication of the jobs and 
the capabilities of the people. In fact most 
of the members of the Art Department are 
designers in their own right. 


What are you most proud of that your 
team was responsible for during the 
show? 


| think the thing I’m proudest of is that 
this small group of people consistently 
week after week for 5 years produced 
designs that created a world that contin- 
ued to grow. It is far too easy to fall into 
a rut, to just do things by rote. The most 
amazing thing about Battlestar Galactica 
is that its world contiued to change and 
evolve, often in surprising ways. It hap- 
pened with the writing and direction the 
episodes took, and it happened within 
the Art Department and the designs. 
EVERYONE in the department over the 
years has "brought a lot to the party", and 
so the world that those designs created 
grew and changed, often in ways that 
were unexpected and very interesting. 
Design is not a simple top down process 
that people often envision it to be. Things 
grow, change and involve as each person 
in the process touches it. It is a very dy- 
namic and often abrasive process for ev- 
eryone involved. 


Adama’‘s painting of the Cylon War 
Lot 742 


The Cylon War painting that hung in 
Adama’s quarters has a huge following. 
Everyone on the crew wanted that piece 
it seems. Can you gives us the history of 
that painting? 


During the prep for the mini-series Rich- 
ard decided that Adama’s Quarters would 
be one of the few places on the ship that 
had a real personal touch in terms of de- 
cor. He and Michael Rymer had decided 
that Adama had a strong sense of the 
proud military history of the colony and 
they wanted to have something that 
showed that history, and the idea of a 
classical painting came up. Ken Rabehl 
was working with us doing concept and 
technical illustration at that time. Ken is 
an exceptional artist in many media. He 
did some research into the style of those 
paintings, prepared some quick sketches 
to give an idea of the composition, and 
then he painted it. | think it took him 
about a week for the entire process, and 
the final result is an amazing work of art 
and a testimony to Ken’s phenomenal 
talent.

AN INTERVIEW WITH COSTUME DESIGNER GLENNE GAMPBELL 


For our readers who may not be fa- 
miliar with a costume designer’s job, 
can you tell us what your responsibi- 
lities are? 


Responsibilities of the Costume Design- 
er are to oversee the look and style of 
clothing for "on camera" talent includ- 
ing cast and extra performers. Costum- 
ing involves research and development 
along with consultations with produc- 
ers, writers, directors and actresses/

actors, production designers, special 
effects and props. As well, the costume 
designer is responsible for budgets, 
crew management, supplier and con- 
tractor report. 


How did you become involved with 
Battlestar Galactica? 


| had been called for the miniseries to 
see if | was interested or available, but | 
was unavailable. 


My name was again put forth by Ron 
Moore's wife Terry when the show was 
picked up for series. | watched the mini- 
series and loved the CGI work so | was 
hooked. 


Who on the production has the most 
influence on what you design? 


Ron Moore and various directors. 


Galactica obviously has a very terre- 
strial sensibility to its wardrobe, as 
opposed to a traditional Sci Fi show 
like Star Trek. What challenges does 
that present? 


The challenges in the present age of sci- 
ence fiction are more in the audiences 
acceptance that we have arrived to the 


preconceptualized future, and this is 
how we look. Thankfully, we don’t wear 
pajamas and robes. 


What character did you enjoying de- 
signing for the most? 


Number Six. Tricia Helfer played a va- 
riety of characters and hopefully the 
costumes assisted with portraying the 
identities of each of the characters. Tri- 
cia understands clothing and can make 
a potatoe sack look good. She is incred- 
ibly professional. At fittings she stays 
focused, stands still, keeps a sense of 
humour, and shows appreciation. 


"Razor" had a fantastic look in its 
flashback scenes. Can you tell us 
who you came up with the idea to 
harken back to the original series in 
the Galactica’s First Cylon War costu- 
mes? 


Each season that BSG was picked up, 
more and more copies of the 1978 Peo- 
ple Magazine cover of Lorne Greene, 
Richard Hatch and Dick Benedict would 
be posted around the studio. As | met 
various fans of the new series, | real- 
ized how many of them had been fans

as youngsters. Only with their accep- 
tance and committment to our series 
did we find ourselves returning for four 


seasons to create a show they loved. 
To pay homage to the original creators 
and audience it seemed only fitting 
to blend the two productions. And of 
course, the unified, fun loving, BSG cos- 
tume department led a "Bring back the 
Cape" campaign which must have been 
a premonition. 


Tell us about your team in the costu- 
me department. 


Thank you for the opportunity to tell 
you about the Battlestar Costume de- 
partment team. Over the four seasons 
our team consisted of 35 various cos- 
tumers. Each and everyone of them 
added special talent to the show. It was 
great to watch their skills develop over 
the run of the series. 


The team included: Cutter, Seam- 
stresses and Tailor, Assistant Designers, 
Department Coordinators, On Set Su- 
pervisors, Truck Costumers, Illustration 
Artist, Breakdown Artists, and Extra 
Performers Costumers. The mainstays 
of the department were Olga Tsernova, 
Katherine Wigzell, Andrea Hiestand and 
Charron Hume. 


Olga started with me on Season one as 
Cutter and continued thru to the final 
DVD. She is brilliant and always was 
able to translate ideas and designs into 
beautiful garments. She lead a team 
of seamstresses and put in numerous 
hours to make everything perfect. Her 
dedication to the show was above and 
beyond. 


INTERVIEW 


Katherine has the most hours logged as 
she started on the miniseries and com- 
pleted the final wrap. She performed 
various duties as she started as the truck 
supervisor (responsible for keeping all 
the episodes costumes maintained and

organized, as well as seeing to all the 
actors actresses costuming needs ona 
daily basis). She later became the Assis- 
tant Designer which gave her less con- 
tact with "on set" demands but more 
understanding of the process for plan- 
ning and design. 


Andrea came to us as a Sci-Fi fan. As de- 
partment coordinator she knew where 
every piece of costume was at all times 
and how we were doing with budgets. 
As an intermediary between prepara- 
tion tasks and "to set" deadlines she 
kept us glued together, always with a 
big smile and patience. Plus she fit nu- 
merous players into their uniforms. 


Charron ran the "Britco", the shop were 
all the extras’ uniforms were kept and 
extras reported to for being outfitted 
in their BSG gear. For each episode that 
required a different look of costume, 
Charron was instrumental in assisting 
with getting the look together and then 
assigning the outfits to the extras. As 
dressing extras is a big job with a small 
amount of time she also supervised the 
additional costumers brought in on a 
daily basis.

INTERVIEW 


CREATING THE BATTLESTAR PROPS 


AN INTERVIEW WITH PROPMASTER KENNETH H. 


For our readers who may not be fami- 
liar with a Propmaster, can you tell us 
what your responsibilities are? 


My job starts with my first reading of the 
script. From that | access the specific re- 
quirements of the episode or movie. In 
the case of BSG! do a scene by scene ma- 
ster breakdown of every prop that’s de- 
noted in the script and also those things 
that could come into play that aren't 
written in. | can extrapolate based on my 
experience of the show and by my gene- 
ral experience what will be required prop 
wise. 


More information comes out of various 
meetings i.e. pre-production meeting 
with all department heads, one-on-one 
with the director, specific sequence mee- 
tings etc. Once | have all that information 
| go over additional labor requirements 
with my Assistant Prop Master, Santino 
Barile regarding shooting days where 
there are a lot of extras or armorer re- 
quirements for gunfire or weapons requi- 
ring specific permits. Then it’s onto crea- 
ting a budget. 


Once my budget is approved we can get 
on with acquiring the props for the show. 
| create a master "shopping" list of every 
prop | know of and meet with my 1st Assi- 
stant and Buyers, David Asmodeous and 


Lance Johnson. We begin by crossing off 
things we know we already have in stock 
and then get going with the remaining 
list. 


Research begins on stuff we're not famili- 
ar with or to get ideas to create a specific 
look for a prop. This is divided up and ob- 
viously has gotten a lot easier with the In- 
ternet, although that can be a mine-field 
of bogus misinformation if you don’t al- 
ready have a little knowledge on the sub- 
ject you're looking up. | also use experts 
and technical advisors for really specific 
research. 


Another really important step is meeting 
with our various prop builders to get any 
manufacturing under way for props that 
need to be designed, scratch-built, mo- 
dified, aged or "Galacticized" i.e. made to 
take on the specific look associated with 
our Galactica universe. That also means 
a lot of "Cutting of Corners", if you know 
what | mean. 


Once we've gathered the props we have 
a final "show-and-tell" with the Director, 
Producers and Writer where they get a 
last look and see what we've come up 
with. From that we determine if changes 
or additions need to be made and then 
everything gets "bagged-and-tagged" 
with the specific scene number etc. then 


off the props go to the prop truck and 
then - set. 


How did you become a propmaster? 
Did you have any great influences? 


| was always interested in and influenced 
by sci-fi props beginning with the series — 
"Batman", "Lost in Space", "Voyage to the 
Bottom of the Sea", "U.F.0". and others. | 
started out in theatre business as an actor 
where | managed to land sort of a dream 
job - a rep house/dinner theatre needed 
somebody to play bit parts and be the 
Prop Master. There | got to work with 
some of my sci-fi acting heroes and learn 
the props trade. It was baptism by fire but 
| learned how to made something out of 
nothing and with no money. | highly re- 
commend theatre experience for anyone 
who wants to get into props. From there 
| moved on to movies and TV where I've 
been fortunate enough to work on some 
incredible genre projects - "The X-Files", 
"Millennium’, "Dark Angel’, "Special Unit 
2" etc. 


How did you become involved with 
Battlestar Galactica? 


Richard Hudolin and Ron French asked 
me to do the BSG Mini-Series but unfor- 
tunately | wasn't available, which is too

bad. | really would have liked to do the 
show from beginning to end. There are a 
few things | would have done differently 
that would have made my job easier on 
the series. 


So your relationship with the Produc- 
tion designer is important then? 


My relationship with the Production De- 
signer and the Art Department is abso- 
lutely important. It’s my job to make sure 
that my props reflect Richard Hudolin’s 
incredible vision of the look for the show. 
There's a fair bit of trust and short hand 
between us as I’ve been working with 


Richard off and on for decades. If I'm ever 
stuck for an interpretation of look or style 
| can go to him or Doug MacLean and ho- 
pefully find out I’m on the right track. 


What do you think the challenges of 
designing a prop for Battlestar Galac- 
tica are in comparison to a more tradi- 
tional sci fi show like Star Trek? 


As Battlestar is a very unconventional sci- 
fi show in terms of look and style, we've 
had to create a new visual vocabulary for 
what we do. I’m guessing we have a lot 
less money to pull off the props for BSG 
than for a show like Star Trek or other 
designed and built shows like that. That 
doesn’t bother me at all, | relish the chal- 
lenge and enjoy adapting found objects 
and incorporating them into manufactu- 
red props as well as designing an scratch-

building specific props that exist only in 
the Battlestar universe. | also like finding 
new and novel ways to Galacticize things 
our buyers find. 


How does the presence of CGI in the 
show affect what you do? 


CGI doesn’t have a huge impact on what | 
do. If an actor has to hold or interact with 
a prop it needs to be there on the day. 
You can’t just put a green or blue blob in 
their hands and have the VFX people add 
it in later. That being said I’m a little dis- 
appointed that | was never able (for cost 
reasons) build a full-on Cylon Centurian. 


How does function play a part in 
design? 


Functionality and esthetic need to work 
hand in hand for any prop. It doesn’t mat- 
ter how good any prop looks, if it doesn’t 
work it’s not going to make it to set. 


So who came up with the cut corners 
on all of the books and documents? 


Below is the story as told to me by those 
who were there, on the ground when it 
happened, | stand by my sources. 


Well, I'm going to give you the real story. 
I'll even give you the name of the person. 
It was Max Matsuoka who worked on the 
original Miniseries. There was a serious 
budget crunch and they were doing 
up a bunch of documents. They were 
trying to figure out how they could make 


these unique and different from eve- 
rything they've ever seen before. "We've 
got to make them look different". Well 
Max said "Why don’t we cut the corners 
off, we're cutting the corners on every 
other aspect of this production why don't 
we cut the corners off these documents 
too". And, that’s where it came from. 
That's the true story. It’s official. I've read 
so many accounts of so many people 
who've taken credit for it but that’s where 
it came from. 


Tell us about your team in the prop 
department. 


My usual prop team consists of: Assistant 
Prop Master Santino Barile who is my right 
hand during prep and feeds the props to 
set where - Assistant Prop Master David 
Goodman runs the props on set for me 
during shooting. With David on-set is 
our Assistant Props, Jimmy Howard who 
keeps the truck organized and maintains 
the flow of continuity. | have two Prop 
Buyers — David Asmodeous, who handles 
the lion's share of the buying and procu- 
ring, and Lance Johnson who also buys 
and rents props as well as handles our 
flow of paperwork. The film business lives 
and dies by paperwork. 


Have you ever watched some of the 
episodes your work has been in? How 
did you feel seeing your work on TV? 


| have seen all the episodes in one form 
or another but usually without music 
and visual effects. You see, the show's on

cable and my television set only goes up 
to channel thirteen, just as God intended. 
| am very proud of the prop work we've 
done on the show and I'm thrilled and 
surprised at how good the stuff looks 
sometime. 


Now that Battlestar has wrapped how 
do you feel about your work being 
available to fans and collectors all over 
the world? 


A long time ago | stopped collecting 
props as souvenirs, my garage isn’t ne- 
arly big enough. | envy the folks who 
are going to bid on the props during the 
auction. They're going to be purchasing 
objects, some of which are works of art 
but all of which have been created with 
blood, sweat, tears and immense dedi- 
cation to quality. They are also buying a 
piece of sci-fi history from one the best 
TV shows ever, as far as I’m concerned. 
Battlestar Galactica is one of a kind.

THE ICING ON THE CAKE 


AN INTERVIEW WITH SET DECORATOR JONATHAN LANCASTER 


| think many collectors know about 
the Prop Masters and the Costume 
Designers, but what is the job of the 
head of Set Decoration (or Set Dec as 
it is called)? 


Set Decoration is everything else. That can 
involve all the furniture or the pipes on the 
wall. Props are generally things the talent 
interacts with directly. | sometimes refer 
to set dec as the BLURRY background. 
As the Set Decorator | have a team of 11 
or so people on a day-to-day bases. The 
Team consists of my Assistant, Buyers, 
Lead Dresser, Set Dressers Teamster, Set 
Wireman and an On Set Dresser. Between 
myself and the designer we nail down 
what a certain look or feel of the set.

From there | go back to my Assistants and 
Buyer and discuss the information | have 
gotten and fill in the blanks with ideas of 
our own and then set up a game plan on 
how we will get the materials required to 
put the set together. The Assistant and 
the Buyers go out and find most of the 
dressing, bringing photos and descrip- 
tions of hundreds of choices. In those 
hundreds of photos lie the SET like a large 
stature | chip away the outer rock to get 
to the art inside. | now go through all the 
photos and narrow it down to a choice of 
about three or so pieces. In those three | 
will always have a favorite. Then | have to 
convince the designer | have stuck with 
our ideas and that the pieces | have cho- 
sen are the right ones to convey the feel 
we are trying to achieve. After the OK the 
boys (or Crew) get all of the items and set 
it up under the supervision of the Lead, 
who has had a discussion with me and 
knows the look and feel of the set, put 
it all together. So generally my Job is no 
different than anyone else other than Set 
Dec is a whole lot of pieces not just one 
specific prop or one article of clothing. 


How did you become involved in set 
decoration? 


| was always interested in the entertain- 
ment business. A friend of mine used to 
like watching the filming in Vancouver 


back in the late 80’s so we used to drive 
around and find film sets and watch. 
When | was 20 | landed a job in the 
Cannell Films Set Dec warehouse and as 
they say the rest is history. 


How did you become involved with 
Battlestar Galactica? 


A Decorator that | worked for on many 
projects called me and asked if | wanted 
to decorate Battlestar Galactica, this is af- 
ter another Decorator did the mini series. 
This was when the show was entering 
Season One. Now being a bit of a Sci Fi 
geek and loving the original as a kid | 
jumped at the chance. Nothing was writ- 
ten in stone yet | waited for two weeks or 
so before it all became finalized and that 
was it. 


Where does the line between props 
and set dec fall? When is it the respon- 
sibility of the prop department and 
when the responsibility of Set Dec? 


The line can sometimes get blurred. 
Larger items that are part of a set usually 
get gaked up by my team and then Ken's 
guys will attach the specific item needed. 
It always involves discussion between the 
two departments so it can becomea team 
effort. We do not do any of the specific 
hand props that’s all Ken a his guys. One

split we had was the power switch for the 
HYBRID Set Dec built that but Props got 
the machines to interact with the Raptor 
in the Cylon Hanger Bay. 


What are the challenges of decorating 
sets for Battlestar Galactica? 


Well Battlestar is SCI Fl and set in another 
Planetary System so we agree that they 
are similar to us in many ways but on 
the other hand they are totally different. 


They still use a similar base structure as 
we do on earth but they have mastered 
Space travel so all of that adds a different 
aspect to decorating a set. The Sickbay is 
conventional to today but they turn a key 
and hit a few buttons to go faster than 
Light speed. These are issues you think 
of when decorating plus you must always 
remember the characters personality 
their Quirks and Quarks as they say. Our 
Characters are very colorful so not only 
do | have to figure how the set should 
look in this different Galaxy | also have to 
put that into perspective with the charac- 
ter and make it work and make sense and 
follow the story line for the audience.

| am proud of all of our achievements on 
Galactica. | don’t look back and cringe 
at any set.

Galactica didn’t have to worry about 
making things look like they are 
from a Sci Fi show. When you walked 
through the Set Dec warehouse, you 
really felt like it was all from the local 
store! 


That is the brilliance of Richard Hudolin 
who saw through SCI Fl and brought a 
real aspect that everyone could relate to 
in normal life. Although you see things 
that were normal in our lock up there are 
also walls of supplies to change things up 
a bit and make sure you realize you are 
traveling through space.

Tell us about your job and what your 
department is responsible for. 


My job really consists of two main events, 
budgeting and scheduling. | try to make 
sure we have enough funds to do what 
the designer wants and what the director 
needs, while still remaining with in fiscal 
bounds of the production. Scheduling 
gets wraped into the budget by concerns 
on deliver of the sets on time and on 
budget. 


How did you become involved in the 
film and television industry? Did you 
have a mentor? 


A friend of mine from university landed up 
working building props and was having 
such fun and the money was good, and 
| was working as a production manager 
for a firm that went under due to partner 
conflicts. Never done any real carpentry 
but landed up on set working standby on 
a big feature. Landed up on a new series 
called MacGyver. Was there from day one 
till wrap many years later. 


How did you become involved with 
Battlestar Galactica? 


Richard Hudolin, the designer called 
when the construction coordinator quit 
after two weeks into prep for the pilot. 


What were some of the challenges of 
building sets for Battlestar Galactica? 


The scale of the project and the fairly tight 
schedule really pushed us to the limit. 
Building sets is one thing but combining 
that with constructing fighter planes, 
a raptor and location shoots made it all 
very complex and very busy. 


After the pilot all the sets had to be struck 
and stored, then reassembled at a new 
studio. The size of the stages at Vancouver 
Film Studios, resulted in us dividing the 
CIC into one stage and crew quarters, 
corridors, Adama’‘s office, multi purpose 
rooms etc. into another. 


What set are you most proud of the 
work your department built? 


| think the pure scale of the sets and there 
complexity really impressed me. My two 
favorites are the Hangar Bay all dressed, 
lit and full of extras and the Viper MK II 
setting there so perfectly proportioned. 


You have a very strong team that 
seemed to work incredibly well 
together. Tell us about your three fore- 
man and their roles. 


It really is an amazing team. Each compli- 
menting the other. It's taken many years 


to develop the right mix of skills and per- 
sonalities but | think we have a fantastic 
team. 


Jim Hayes the head foreman. What can 
| say but he is unflappable. Always calm 
with a quick wit and dry sense of humor. 
Respected by everyone in the industry 
and truly a great guy. Jim’s main job 
and there are many, is how do we build 
it. He along with Rob Moser the studio 
Foreman and the shop Leads Chris and 
Gord develop the prototypes and jigs 
needed to mass produce the set pieces.

Was it sad to see your work torn down 
during the set strike? 


Yes, very sad to see it all go. Still not sure 
why we didn’t go a couple more years.

Do you take a critical eye to the work 
you and your team do when watching 
an episode? 


Not so much critical but just knowing 
how much work and effort by all that 
went into each scene.
